A %” id. iron pipe was found 0.5 feet below grade at the base of an old 5” diameter wooden post with barbed wire 
fence remains. The pipe is 4 feet north of the current east/west barbed wire fence.

The pipe is on the south side of Carmichael Road, between a hay storage area to the north and a pasture to the 
south.

The origin of this monument is unknown. It is 2.6 feet southeast of the position calculated by Graham on his 2018 
survey for Moore's Buena Vista Farms recorded as Instrument Number 2018015296 and 4.7 feet southwest of the 
calculated intersection of opposite quarter corners. Rachel Oser accepted the pipe as the best evidence of the corner 
with no associated uncertainty as shown on the Sturgeon Family Minor Subdivision Final Plat dated March 1, 2021 
and recorded as Instrument Number 2021007101.
